Whenever for any reason 
he failed to honor its promptings he found that he 
lost, it and it left him uneasy and disturbed. On 


present, outward interest from a motive of divine 
love and in regard to truth righteousness opens 
the way. to a treasure better than silver and to a 
friendship exceeding the friendship of-men. 
Thinking through tke iziplications of divine love. 
made John Woolman do some rather strange deeds. 
It made him first of all sensitive to the welfare of 
the slaves. There was nothing es y learned 
in his judgment about slaves and @avery. His 
judgment was not reathed bythe new statistical 
methods. It was based entirely. upon the simple 
assumption that the slave was a fellow being like 
himself in his likes and dislikes. He used his imag- 
ination on how it must feel-to be a slave. After 
doing so he decided he woulén’t write any more 
wills in which men handed on their slaves to their 
children. He decided he didn’t care to accept hos- 
pitality which was built upon oppression of black 
men. He went about among his Quaker friends 
urging upon them slavery was wrong and that as 
good Quakers they should free their slaves. Twenty 
years after John Woolman’s death the practice of 
slavery had ceased in the Society of Friends. 


But John Woolman's. experience of divine love 
made him sensitive to the welfare of other people. 
When he went to Europe he rode in the steerage 
and wrote, “I believe a communication with differ- 
ent parts of the world by is at times consistent 
with the will of our heavenly Father, and to edu- 
cate our youth in the practice of sailing I believe 


through which trade is conducted! How great is 
the danger to which poor dads are exposed when 
Placed on shipboard to learn the art of sailing!” 
In a similar way his sympathy went out to the 
indians. He looked upon the Indian as a fellow 
being like himself and “he rejoiced when he had 
fellowship with him. 

No one denies that there is a technical side to 
all social organfzation where leadership must be in 
the hands of the scientist and engineer. But there 
is another side just as important, and here leader- 
ship still lies in the hands of the minister. Progress 
waits until religion can reawaken in the lives of 
thousands of men that social sympathy which was 
ir the, heart of John Woolknan.

For those who do a great deal of

If you become thirsty during a long 
hike, or while exercising, drink cool 


ter to take a drink of cool water just 
before starting to exercise. 

It is hardly necessary for me to say 
that there should be regularity in ex- 
ercise to be effective. If skating cannot 
be indulged in daily, a long brisk walk 
should be substituted, but the same 
length of time daily should be spent 
in the open air. 


When You're Tired. 


It you ‘stop to rest during « “long 
walk rest standing, not sitting, and if 
you go indoors remove your outer gar- 
ment and keep it off until you! are 


ready to start out again. If you be-/| 


come hungry have a cup of hot choco- 
late, or some bouillon, or nibble a piecé 
of milk chocolate. Professional hikers 
generally nibble chocolate along the 
way if hungry, preferring to wait until 
the end of the hike for even a hot 
drink, 

Exercise in the open air induces deep 
breathing, develops the lungs, purifies 
the blood and gives the tissues the 
power to disease. This means 
fewer and the more serious com- 
plications arising from them. The num- 
ber of winter sport enthusiasts is in- 
creasing yearly. People are beginning 
to understand that fewer colds result 
from exposure to cold and dampness 
than from digestive disturbances 
duced by winter overeating. 

With winter well under way you 
have probably chosen and are enjoying 
some outdoor sport. If not, get in the 
swing. Take the proper. precautions 
and join the army of red cheeked, spar- 
kling eyed outdoor fans. You will be 
greatly rewarded.

The Floor of a Room 
Is a Decorative Factor 
That Deserves 
Consideration. 


N THE present day state of rush, 
we are liable to overlook the im- 
portance of the floor when plan- 
ning our interiors. As the-founda- 

tion ‘of the room, it should be con- 
sidered in the decorative scheme with 
as much careful study as is the selec- 
tion of furniture, wall treatment, up- 
holstery and draperies. The old Roman 
architects seem to have well under- 
stood the decorative value of the floor. 
We read in one book of the “ mosaic 
pavement of the hall, which was cared 
for like a piece of silver.” For a time 
we have let the cqnsideration of the 
floor slip almost into oblivion, but 
thanks to a and increasing 
ciation of design and depth of or, 
we are rapidly coming to a realization 
of the importance of) this section of 
,the room as a decorative factor. 
Many types of patterned floors in- 
clude parquetry, ting, stone and slate, 
cork, linoleum, and just plain painted. 
wood. In our transitory state of mov- 
ing from one place to another at in- 
tervals of two or three years, or even 
less, we do not, as a rule, care to ex- 
yend great amounts on effective floor- 
ing. However, many interesting and 
delightful arrangements are possible 
with paints and linoleums. Marbleized 
rubber, too, is an excellent medium. 


Fascinating in ite floor effects is a 
‘@mall house in the city. The cntrance 
hall floor is done in marbleized rubber 
position,. with an inset cunburst 

in the center. It is copied from. 

a French pittern. The field is black, 
with the points of the sunburst alter- 
nating in gold and green.‘ A narrow 
border around the edge of the hall is 
done in gold color. Marbleized walls 
are a goldenly yellow and woodwork 
is black. A pair of black and gilt 
console ..bles have tops of heavy 
black glass. Each one holds a black 
and gold tole lamp, with a shade made 
of cloth-of-cold over jade green silk, 
bound at the edges with black velvet. 
A pair of,old mirrors in black and 
gold frames hangs above the, tables. 
The stairway is carpeted in black 
chenille. “old colored silk gauze cur- 
tains a long window, placed half way 
up the stairs. The afternoon sun 
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shines through it in a glorious glow. 

Directly opposite the entrance door 
is a wide doorway opening into the 
living room. Here the floor is stained 
a deep peacock blue and waxed to a 
high polish. Woodwork is treated in 
the Same manner. The walls are apri- 
cot plaster. Before a stone fireplace, 
at one end of the room, is a luxurious 
sofa. upholstered in bronze mohair vel- 
vet. Seat cushions are down filled and 
extra pillows are covered with copper 
and black brocatelle in an Italian re- 
naissance design. 

A small table at each end of the 
sofa holds an Italian pottery lamp with 
a parchment shade decorated to 
match. Between the sofa and the 
fireplace stands a low wrought iron 
coffee table with a Spanish tile top.
